Foras- 
much as thou sawest that the stone was cut out of the mountain without 
hands, and that it brake in pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, 
and the gold; the great God hath made known to the king what shall 
come to pass | eons and the dream is certain, and the interpretation 
thereof sure.”

The popular ien among profeening Christians i is that the kingdom 
here alluded to was a spiritual kingdom set up by Jesus Christ upwards of 
eighteen centuries ago. But such a. view of the subject, we consider to be 
altogether erroneous, inasmuch as it does not consist with the declared 
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and evident facts of the case. The kingdom here referred to by the 
Prophet Daniel, as is also evident from many other prophecies concerning 
it, will be a literal kingdom. It is catalogued with others that are Hteral 
in their character, —_— it will prove infinitely superior to them in all 


respects. 

It will also be, in its drinciieatiins:! authority and nos r different 
to and distinct from all others, even as the stone from the mountain was 
distinet from the image which it smote. _ 5 85 

Again: It was & kingdom to be set ap “sn the ue days.” 

Daniel said, “ There is a God in heaven that revealeth secrets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in the latter days,” he 
must necessarily have referred to the events connected with the kingdom 
last set up. The days of Nebuchadnezzar, or Darius, or Alexander, cer- 
tainly could not have been meant by the latter days; and inasmuch as 
the Roman dominion was broken up, and other kingdoms rose out of its 
ruins, the days of the Cesars could not have been the latter days.” 
Eighteen centuries have passed away since the Son of “ the God of heaven” 
was martyred by those who would not have Him to reign over them ; and 
certainly the middle of the nineteenth century has far greater claim to be 
regarded as “ the latter days” than any period of time that has preceded 
it and passed away. We believe—yea, know that ours are “the latter 
days” spoken of by Daniel, when the kingdom of “ the God of heaven is 
to be set up. But if they are not, they have yet to come, and the events 
alluded to have yet to transpire, and, consequently, the Latter-day King- 
dom has not previously been set up; for, when it is established, it will 
“stand forever.” 

Again: It was the de kings” that the God of was 
to set up the kingdom signified by the mountain stone. Who, then, are to 
be understood by “these kings?” The emperor of Rome Gould not in 
truth have been designated these kings; nor could his predecessors on 
the thrones of Babylon, Persia, or Macedon, who were dead, and their 
_ dominions subverted. . Evidently, then, these kings or kingdoms referred 
| to are those denoted by the toes of the image, and also by the ten horns of 
the fourth beast in the corresponding vision, in respect to which Daniel 
expressly says: And the ten horns out of this kingdom are ten kin i 
that shall arise,” etc: Kings are here used as representatives of their 
kingdoms, so that what was said of them referred to their respective 
dominions, as in the case of Nebuchadnezzar. Said Daniel: “T7hoti'art 
this head of gold, and after thee-shall arise another kingdom inferior to 
thee, and another third kingdom,” etc. Nebuchadnezzar died, and Bel- 
shazzar succeeded him on the throne, so that it was the latter king who 
was dethroned by Darius, and not the former. As, however, Nebuchad- | 

nezzar is merely named as the representative of the empire over which he 
presided, so the “ten kings” alluded to are merely introduced as the rep- 
resentatives of the dominions which they held. The Medo-Persian 
empire did not succeed Nebuchadnezzar, for he had long been dead, and 
his ‘place filled up, but it succeeded the Babylonian empire, over which 
Nebuchadnezzar had been, and Belshaszar was then, reigning. The Greoo- 
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Macedonian kingdom did not sucesed “Darius the Median” nor Cyrus 
the Persian, for they had been dead nearly two hundred years; but it suc- 
ceeded the Persian empire, over which Darius.Codomanus last wielded the 
sceptre. The Roman empire did rot succeed Alexander, for he had been 
dead nearly three hundred years; but it succeeded the Macedonian or 
Greek em:tre. So, in like manner, the “kingdom” which, it was declared, 
“the God of heaven” would “set up” on the earth in the latter days,” 
was not to follow the immediate reigns of the ten kings” who first occu- 
pied the ten thrones of sovereignty, but it was evidently to succeed and: 
“consume all these kingdoms,” which their regal successors would be found 
presiding over. Those kingdoms into which the Roman empire was 
divided are now in existence. Royal intermarriages and military sub- 
jugations have effected various national amalgamations, and numerous 
political changes and provincial extensions have from time to time taken 
place since the original “ten kings” first sat upon their thrones of power; 

but still the dominions exist. Naples, Lombardy, Sardinia, Bavaria, Hun- 
gary, Greece, Spain, Portugal, France and Belgium (ten distinct kingdoms 
clustering about old Rome), all of which sprang originally from the Roman 
dynasty, now occupy established positions on the map of history. They 
are in a particular sense regarded as the modern forms of the original toes 
of the great image, and are therefore destined at no distant date to be 
“broken to pieces and to become “like the chaff” which “the wind 
carrieth away; or, in other words, to be dissolved and cease to exist as 
independent kingdoms, and finally to be merged into the one nen 
Latter-day Kingdom of the Saints of the Most High. 

Inasmuch, then, as the toes of the image were not formed nor even len 
gun to be formed till centuries after the death of Christ—in other words, 
as neither the “ten kings” spoken of nor the kingdoms over which they. 
ruled, were in existence till centuries after the establishment of Chris- 
tianity by Jesus and His Apostles—it must of necessity follow that the 

“kingdom” represented by the “stone” which was “cut out of the 
mountain” could not have been “set med in those days, which amen 
cannot be regarded as the latter days. 

Again: The kingdom denoted by the stone cut Dom the mountain was 
to break in pieces and consume all these kingdoms, while itself should re- 
main invulnerable and indestructible, and should stand forever. If the 
churches of so-called Christendom constitute the kingdom of God spoken 
of, and if that kingdom has been extant on-the earth ever since the advent 
of Christ, we would ask, How is it that the feet and toes of the great 
image—in other words, “all these kingdoms”—the remnants of that 
ancient universal empire, Rome, still exist? Their present existence and 
' boastful condition is a strong argument against the popular exposition of 
this latter part of the dream. More than eighteen hundred years have 

passed away since the Gospel was first proclaimed in Judea; and the 
kingdoms of the old Roman world are not yet “broken to pieces to- 
gether” and “carried away” like “ the chaff of the summer threshing- 
floors.” ‘On the contrary, they are still in power, and are luxuriating with 
weed-liké rankness 205 ‘the face of the earth. And, instead of the

ancient Church organization and influence which once obtained remain- 
ing permanent on the earth, we know right well that the Apostles: and 
Elders of the primitive Church were martyred, the Saints persecuted and 
sent after their leaders behind the vail of mortality, and the Gospel of the 
kingdom rejected everywhere with scorn. And even those who professed 
to receive it soon perverted it, made the laws of God of none effect by their 
own creeds and traditions, and fulfilled the prediction of Paul, who, in his 
second epistle to Timothy, said: The time will come when they will not 

endure sound doctrine ; but after their own lusts shall they heap to them- 
selves teachers, having itching ears; and they shall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and shall be turned unto fables.” So far had this foretold 
apostasy spread in the professedly Christian world, up to the time of the 
so-called Reformation, that one of the homilies of the Protestant Church 
declares authoritatively that “Laity and clergy, learned and unlearned, 
men, and women, and children of all ages, sects, and degrees, of whole 
Christendom, have been at once buried in the most abominable idolatry, (a 
most dreadful thing to n that for the space of eiglit hundred years 
or more.” 

And what was the origin of the Church, 
stood up and declared the thorough apostasy of “whole Christendom” — 
during the previous period of “more than “eight hundred years?” Is 
its origin at all comparable to a “stone cut out of the mountain without 
hands?” Verily, no. Its priesthood was taken from the very “clergy ” 
who had been buried in the most abominable idolatry ” “for the space of 
eight hundred years or more!” Its priesthood, then, according to its own 
confession, had an idolatrous origin. It was neither more nor less than 
an offspring of “the mother of harlots and abominations of the earth.” 
And instead of being set up and organized by superhuman power, sus-

Elder Ashton was the first speaker. He explained some of the Abele 
of the Gospel of Christ, namely: Faith, repentance, and baptism by im- 
mersion for the remission of sins.

DELAYED BY CHOLERA. 


Tae boon New York give thrilling accounts of the 


and of the terrible plight in which passengers from European ports are 5 


placed by the detention in quarantine of a number of ocean steamshipe, 
most of which are heavily loaded with human freight. These narratives 
may in some respects be overdrawn, for the average newspaper reporter 
seems to regard it as a duty to present such matters in a strongly sensa- 


tional aspect. But the most conservative view presents the situation as 


one of a lamentable character, and gives occasion for deep anxiety for 
the welfare of the unfortunate passengers who are confined ‘within such 
narrow bounds, and held in close proximity to a deadly plague. Only 
words of commendation can be spoken for the officials at the harbor for 
their vigilance and promptitude of action in seeking to prevent the spread 
of cholera to those on shore; the dreadful character of the epidemic makes 
it imperative that the quarantine regulations be made thoroughly effective 
by the strictness of their enforcement. Yet, while all thoughtful people 
‘approve of the official restrictions, they also sympathize deeply with, and 
earnestly wish for the speedy relief of those who are ee. to ren 
the hardships of such a Position. 
The health officers at New York also this on Sep- 
tember 11 made an effort to remove passengers not affected by the disease 
to a place where they would be less exposed to its dangers than When 
crowded on the vessels, For this purpose Fire Island was selected as a 
temporary quarantine station, and the cabin passengers of the Hamburg- 
American steamer Vormannia, which had been several days in quarantine 
‘because of a number of cholera cases on board, were transferred to the 
Cepheus, and an attempt made to land them on the island. This was 
frustrated, however, by one hundred and twenty armed residents of ‘Islip 
township, adjoining Fire Island, who feared infection. The Cépheus ac- 
cordingly. returned, the voyage being a perilous one, as the sea was heavy, 
and the vessel, a bay steamer, not built to meet it. The situation was a 
Lerious ons, as there were 471 first and second cabin passengers on board. 
Between the peril of the voyage, the fear of a mob of one hundred and 
twenty frenzied and armed men, and the — being confined all 
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night in a small steamer without provision or opportunities of eating or 
sleeping, the passengers had a most miserable experiencé..: Next morning 
the attempt to land was renewed, but this time a mob of three: hundred 
assembled and: defied eee of the board of health and the | 
governor of the state.

They were assured that there were no sick 
among those whom it was sought to put on shore, and were pleaded with 
in the name of humanity to allow the women and children to land, and 
obtain relief from hunger, exposure and exhaustion by only one night's 
rest on shore and one meal, when they would return to the boat till the | 
matter was settled. The mob insultingly refused to permit this. United 
States Senator McPherson, of New Jersey, appealed to the crowd to allow 
the women and children to come ashore, but the refusal was persisted in, 
followed by the inhuman measure of preventing food and clothing to be 
carried to the boat. The passengers were kept another night on the vessel, 
and the following day the governor called out the — to enforce his 
orders, 
One of the steamships detained in quarantine was the. Wyoming, of the 
Guion line, which sailed from Liverpool on August 27. Among her pas- 
sengers were eight returning missionaries—four from the British and four 
from the Scandinavian’ Mission—and others en route to their homes in 
Utah. During the fumigation of the vessel, two children of some Swedish 
emigrants on board died, supposedly from suffocation. It was asserted 
by somebody, however, that they were victims to the cholera, and had 
contracted the disease in a Liverpool lodging house. This statement could 
not be true from the fact that cholera has not been known in a lodging 
house in Liverpool; and further, no cases developed on the vessel during 
the fourteen days which had elapsed since she sailed. It was asserted 
in a telegram of September 11 that twelve persons on the Wyoming, in- 
cluding the ship surgeon, were stricken down. by the epidemic, but a dis- 
patch from the Guion company’s agent at New York denied this, stating 
that the’ surgeon only was ill, and hat with a slight and temporary 
spell of sickness from which he soon recovered and resumed his duties on 
the 12th, when all on board the vessel | were well. She was, however, still 
in quarantine, 
The same steamer which left on 
3 also had passengers returning to Utah, who were subjected to the brief 
delay that all vessels have to undergo. The Wisconsin, sailing from Liver- 
pool September 10, likewise had some Utah people, and it is hoped that 
there will be no cause of detention with them. A company of Saints from 
Germany was to have sailed on the Wisconsin, but owing to the prevalence 
of cholera they were notified not to come. 
The unpleasant incident of Fire Island, taken in connection with the 
faot that cholera was carried to New York by emigrants, (whose numbers 
from the Old World in 1892 exceed that of any former year,) will have a 
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tendency to still further arouse the people of the United Stakes bs che : 
question of immigration, and will aid in confirming a growing sentiment 
among them, namely: that the stream of humanity steadily flowing from 
Europe into the States must be materially reduced if not entirely checked ; 
the latter object being by no means an improbable policy for the ‘near 
_ future. The detention of hundreds of passengers under painful and 
annoying circumstances, and the interference with commercial interests 
by holding transatlantic steamships in quarantine, will have more or less 
effect upon the whole country. The lesson conveyed by a knowledge that 
the delay was caused by cholera brought over by emigrants from eastern 
Europe, and that a terrible infliction of the disease has been barely averted, 
is not likely to he lost upon the American people, who, as experience has 
shown, are not slow to avail themselves of protective measures against im- 
pending danger, and already consider that one source of this is in the ad- 
mission of objectionable alien immigrants. . ee H. A. 


‘Tae following telegram 3 London appears in the American. papers: 
“Considerable anxiety prevails in religious circles because of the work 
being carried on here by the ‘Mormon’ missionaries. They have been 
especially active in north London, and it is said they have gained quite a 
number of converts to their faith. A petition was recently presented to 
the London county council asking it to stop the ‘Mormon’ propaganda. 
The council considered the petition and finally refused to stop the outdoor 
meetings.” The London county council did what the law required, and 
what sensible people expected it to do, and did not have to consider 
the matter very long, either. The notable feature of the whole thing is 
that alleged “ministers of the Gospel,” who have received the measure of

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE 


A cerrer, dated August 29, from Elder Jules M. Giauque, who “ Ashisting 
in Northern Italy, with Elder Bertoch, says: “Iam thankful to say that 


myself and partner are enjoying good health ; and if anything ought to 
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give that: I think it should. be climbing these mountains and living on 
polunto, or much and milk and coarse black bread: If you can send us 
some copies of the Voice of Warning, in French, we can get people to read 
them after reading our tracts. Nearly all of the people we meet here will 
listen to what we have to say about the Gospel, and they ask many ques- 
tions ; they also read our tracts carefully. There are about 25,000 Protes- 
tants in these mountains, and they are quite religious in their way, the 
prevailing idea being that belief alone, exclusive of good works, will save 
mankind. As they are willing to give us audience, however, we have the 
opportunity of teaching the principles of the Gospel, and of bearing wit- 

ness that we are sent of God with the divine message. The country occu- 

pied by these people the Waldenses, or Vaudois—is about twenty by 
thirty miles in extent, and very mountainous; wherever there is a piece 
of soil that can be worked it is brought into cultivation. There are many 
Catholics here, and wherever you find a Protestant church there is also a 
Catholic church. As religious freedom was not given the people here 
until 1848, the Waldenses have in the past suffered much persecution from 
the Romish church. Their own historians trace their descent as a sect 
down from the days of Christ, and they even claim to be the people that 
‘the beast’ is fighting against. Other historians attribute their origin to 
one Valdo, who lived about 1200 A. D.; and still others say they got their 
name from the mountains—the Vaudois. They have no religious rites or 
ceremonies similar to any of the other professed Christian denominations 
I have met with. Physically they are very strong, being a hard-working 


people. It is our intention to visit the villages farthest from our lodging | 


place before winter, and also to call on people who live isolated up on the 
mountain sides, so this work keeps us away from home four or five days 
in a week: When the bad weather comes we will be able to labor nearer 
here. We have not held any public meetings yet, but start to do so on 
Sunday, and expect to continue as regularly thereafter as circumstances 
will permit. Many people have expressed a desire to attend“. 
On the same date, Elder Rodney Hillam, Jr., President of the Leeds 
Ge wrote: On Friday evening I had the pleasure of witnessing 
the baptism of six persons who have been investigating the Gospel, making 
nine since conference; most of them came from the Clayton district. We 
are having plenty to do in getting the message before the people. At our 
outdoor meeting in Bradford, Elder Morrison and I had the privilege of 
preaching to an audience of about a hundred people, who were very. quiet 
and attentive. Brothers Kerr and Crowther are doing duty in Pudsey, and 
at the meeting on Wednesday and the two on Sunday, which they an- 
‘nounced while tracting, we had a good attendance and an excellent time. 
Last evening Brother Lee and I had another good meeting in Bradford. 
We think a number there will receive the Gospel. The Elders throughout 
the conference are giving their energies to the work. All are well.” 
President Alfred Solomon, of the Cheltenham. Conference, writes, under 
date of September 12: “I have just returned from an extended trip 
through the counties of Somerset, Devon, Cornwall, Dorset and Wilts, 
visiting all the brethren in their different fields of labor. I found them 
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all feeling well, enjoying the Spirit of the Lord, and Going their best to 
spread the Gospel. It is encouraging to see the energy and perseverance 
manifested by the brethren in preaching to and warning thé people under 
such discouraging’ circumstances.” The Elders are now traveling in dis- 
tricts where scarcely a Saint resides, and are distributing tracts, holding 
outdoor meetings, etc., but it seems to have very little effect on the people, 
whio exhibit ino desire to learn the principles of truth.”

See of oooupied hy quite a number Laman- 
ite brethren and sisters, I feel disposed to make a few remarks. The first 
time I ever saw Joseph Smith was in April, 1834. I met him in the streets 
of Kirtland. He invited me to his house. I stopped with him while pre- 
paring to go up to Zion in Zion’s camp. On Sunday he called a Priest- 
hood meeting. They all gathered in a little cabin. There I first heard 
Joseph Smith speak publicly; also Hyrum Smith, Oliver ‘Cowdery, 
Brigham Young, Heber C. Kimball, Parley and Orson Pratt, and William 
E. MeLellin. The Prophet called upon the Elders to bear testimony of 
the Gospeliof Christ, and they arose one after another and bore a short 
testimony.: Then Brother Joseph arose and said: Brethren, I am very 
much edified and interested in listening to your testimony. But.I want 
to tell you that you know no more concerning the result of this work and 
what lies before you as the Elders of Israel, and before this people, than a 
parcel of little children.” I expect they were all a little startled by it. 
He told them this work would fill the whole earth, and that all nations 
would have to hear the proclamation of the Gospel. He further said: 
“This work will fill the Rocky Mountains with tens of thousands of Latter- 
day Saints, and there will be joined with them the Lamanites who dwell 
in those mountains, ‘who will receive the Gospel of Christ at the mouth of 
Elders of Israel, and they. will be united with the Church and the king- 
dom of God, and bring forth much good.” I little thought, when I listened 
to those words, that I should ever live to see the fulfilment of these words 
of the Prophet” I little thought that 1 should: ever visit the Rocky 
Mountains, or ever see the Lamanites of whom he then was speaking. 
These men before me to-day bring to my mind ‘sayings.of. the Prophet. 
His iniedidxpesidéd oa that occasion, and he had a good deal to say with 
regard to the progress of this work, what the Elders of Israel would have 
to . e eee, and the work that God would require at their hands in 
the redemption of the Lamanites and the honest and meek throughout the 
world, and in the building up of the Zion of God on the earth. But I 
havs lived to see these days. I have lived to see the Lamanites in these 
mountains. I have visited a great many of ae Zuflis, 
Moquis, Navajos, Apaches, and a great many of these Indian tribes, 
have preached the Gospel to them, in — with my brethren, 
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through interpreters. I have spent many interesting days with these 
Lamanites in the mountains of Israel. I spent three days in the wilder- 
ness in Arizona with Petone, the great war chief of the nation. I preached 
the Gespel to him. He called his tribe together, stood -upon his feet some 
two hours or more, and told his tribe all that we had said to him. This 
tribe was looked upon as a very dangerous one in the midat of vam os 
and this Petone had engaged in a great deal of warfare. 

I rejoice that [ have lived to see this day, that I 8 lived to see the 
Rocky Mountains, that I have been gathered with the Latter-day Saints 
here. A great deal has been done by this people, but much more will have 
to be done. We tell sometimes about dreams. I had a dream one night 
about our Temple in Salt Lake. I thought the Temple was dedicated and 
organized, and we as the Elders of Israel were laboring there for the re- 
demption of our dead, and suddenly there was a door opened in the west, 
and an Indian chief came into the Temple, leading:a vast host of his tribe, 
and took possession of ‘the Temple, and I thought they performed more 
work in one hour than we could do in a day. This made a strong impres- 
sion on my mind. I am satisfied that although we have done a little for 
the Lamanites, we have got to doa great deal more. I believe I sealed 
the first Lamanitish man and woman together that ever were sealed in 
this dispensation. It was in the Endowment House, and quite a number 
of brethren and sisters were present. The man’s name was Laman. I 
believe the day will come when these Lamanites, with the dark skin that 
rests upon them, will enter into these Temples of the Lord in these 
mountains and do a great deal of work. They will come to an understand- 
ing of the redemption of the dead. They will have wisdom given unto 
them. They will have light and truth given unto them, and the opinis of 
their forefathers will be manifest unto them. D 

Iam thankful that I am able to see these bann eue here. The Prophet 
of God saw what would come to pass, and he told the truth. As Elders of 
Israel we have fulfilled, in a measure, many of the Prophet's sayings in re- 
lation to these things. We have traveled to the nations of the earth, as 
Ae said we shoulch do, and this Gospel Has gone toa great many nations. 
More doors will be opened in the due time of the Lord. When these judg- 
ments of God are manifest in the earth, the honest in heart and meek of 


the earth will have their eyes opened, and they will be very glad to fice to 


Zion,. I look back to the days when we first went to New England to 
preach the Gospel, and when there were Saints in almost every city’ there. 
And when we went to England in 1840 we baptized over seven: thousand 
in one year. So it has been more or less through the world. There have 
been people prepared to receive this Gospel and to work for. the Lord. 
And we are only in the beginning of this work, as it were. The day will 
come when many will seek a place of safety, that they may stand in holy 
places while the judgments of the Lord pass. Our young men will rise up 
in those days. They will remember their prayers befors the Lord.’ heat 
minds will be opened to see the work that lies before them. 

A great deal ‘has yet to be done, although the Lord will nake short His 
work in the earth, lest no flesh be saved. I am thankful that there is as 
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much done as there is; thankful that we have had the privilege of open- 
ing our mouths among the nations of the earth and the ‘islands of the sea, 
and preaching the Gospel. What greater work can any man be engaged 
in than the saving of the souls of men? No matter how poor we may be, 
it is a glorious work and a blessing to any man. When I look upon the 
Apostles and the Elders, and bring to my mind the labors they have per- 
formed, the miles they have traveled, the souls of men they have brought 
into the Gospel, I feel that | it is a work worthy of all acceptation of angels 
or men. 
I pray the Lord that we may „s power to dent these Lamanites to 

the Gospel of Christ. It is true it has been a hard work up to the present 
to get their minds open to comprehend these things, though many of them 
have been baptized; yet a great work is to be done among them. Our 
brethren should remember this, and treat them kindly. Let us do what 
we can to make them happy and comfortable while we are with them. It 
is our duty to do what we can for their benefit, and to give them the 
Gospel. God bless you 5 n the ways of life. Amen.
